A  trip  to  the  sea- 
shore or  the  springs  will  ordiuarliy 
cost  more  than  the  price  of  the  stock 
each  is  asked  to  buy  and  the  tick- 
ets to  the  games.  This  much  money 
ought  to  be  laid  aside  for  the  pur- 
pose and  -  cheerfully  qpent.  jiot  as  a 
waste  bnt  as  «  rahuble  investment 
in  thiit  rebuilding  of  the  nerve  and 
tntMital  forces  which  every  one  must 
liavc  who  accomplishes  anything. 
"All  work  and  no  play  makes  Jack  a 
dull  boy,**  is  a  saying  that  apitKes  to 
us  grown-ups  eniraged  with  the  man- 
ifold cares,  duties  and  labors  of  real 
life  as  aptly  as  to  s^ool  children. 
Baseball  furnishes  this  needed  play 
ri^t  here  at  home.  It  is  eleam, 
wholesome  and  healthful  and  is  so 
intensely  interesting  that  it  takes  the 
mind  off  of  business  as  nothing  else 
can  do.  And  the  busy,  tired  house- 
wives, if  they  but  thkik  so  and  will 
try  it,  will  get  just  as  much  pleasfre 
and  benefit  from  it  as  their  hus- 
bands. 

This  is  only  one  view  of  the  bene- 
fits of  having  a  baseball  team.  It 
pays  in  many  ways,  notably  in  the 
arousing  of  a  patriotic  city  pride  at 
home  and  the  advertisement  abroad.

Failing, 
he  sent  a  confederate  to  dispose  of 
the  booty,  bnt  both  escaped  before 
the  arf^val  of  tJie  police.  The  negro 
was  fliudly  located  aboard  a  street 
car,  but  as  an  officer  approach- 
ed he  jumped  from  the  car  firing 
blindly  several  times.  As  he  ran  he 
continued  to  fire.  As  pedestrians  ap- 
peared, the  negro  shot  hurriedly  ann 
continued  his  race.  Several  groups  of 
school  children  were  tired  on  and  hr- 
ing  into  a  house,  the  bullets  of  the 
negro  narrowly  missed  a  woman  occu- 
pant.

Iticians.  We  do  not  sufficiently  dis 
criminate.  We  are  too  sweeping  lu  our 
denunciations.  Because  some  religion- 
ists are  hypocrites  is  no  reason  we 
should  abuse  religion.  We  might  as 
well  refuse  to  accept  money  because 
there  arp  coonterfrtts  to  circulation  or 
resolve  never  to  sit  again  if  one  chair 
happens  to  break  ander  na  Some  of 
the  best  anl  most  public  spirited  men 
In  our  history  have  been  politicians 
They  have  not  been  the  criminal  varie- 
ty of  politician,  however.  They  have 
been  tlie  sort  of  politicians  that  are 
wise  generals  in  political  campaigns. 

To  this  class  belonged  Lincoln. 
Make  no  miiitake  about  his  shrewd- 
n;>ss,  far8igbtedn(>8s  and  ability  as  a 
tactician.  In  the  struggle  with  Doug- 
hts  he  not  only  got  the  better  of  his 
opponent  in  debate,  but  outgeneraled 
him  Ht  was  i^sytng  to  beat  Deug- 
Uis  for  tbe  presidency.  He  did  not 
count  on  getting  tbe  senstorsbip  for 
himself  or  oa  gaining  anything  for 
himself.  Lincoln  was  a  politician,  tiut 
not  a  selfish  one.  He  lot)i;ed  the  sit- 
uation squarely  in  tlie  face,  derided 
w  hat  was  best  for  hit*  party  and  the 
country  and  fought  for  tliat.  regard- 
less of  the  effects  on  his  own  fortunes 
The  difTereiice  between  Lincoln  and 
other  politicians  of  his  time,  or  of  any 
time,  for  the  matter  of  that,  is  that 
be  saw  further  ahead,  cared  more  fer 
principle  and  would  not  allow  private 
gain  to  stand  in  the  way  of  public 
good.  His  sssiKiates  looked  only  to 
tbe  election  Immediately  involved. 
He  gazed  beyond  that  to  future  elec- 
tions. They  desired  only  to  win  tlie 
nearby  victory.  He  kept  bis  eye  on 
tlie  faroff  greater  victory.  They  dealt 
with  the  ordinary  campaign  methods 
While  not  neglectful  of  these,  he 
nseasured  the  effects  of  principles  and 
used  his  unerring  logical  faculty  in 
determining  the  working  of  cause  and 
efTect  in  the  political  world. 

One  other  tiling  sbould  be  borne  in 
mind.  |a  hto  political  capacity  Abra- 
h-^m  LhKoln  was  essentially  a  Repul>- 
liean.  His  great  fight  was  made  to 
maintain  the  power  'of  the  general 
government  over  the  subject  of  slav- 
ei-y  in  the  territories.  His  whole  atti- 
tude during  the  war  was  for  nation- 
ality. Whatever  may  be  our  own 
views  on  the  subject  of  state  and  na- 
tion, If  we  have  failed  to  see  this  side 
of  Lincoln  we  have  failed  to  see  him 
at  all.  His  struggle  against  Douglas 
was  to  maintain  the  traditions  and 
powen  of  the  natioa  agahist  any 
yngnely  phfasSd  popular  sovereignty 
that  was  not  properly  safeguarded  by 
law  and  order.'  After  becoming  presi- 
dent his  insistence  was  that  self  pres- 
ervation and  continuity  is  tbe  basic 
law  of  any  nation's  existence.  There- 
fore no  state  could  withdraw  from 
tbe  Union  without  the  consent  of  all 
tbe  other  states.  Ilis  cry  was  for 
savluj;  the  nation  In  tbe  form  in  which 
it  was  turned  over  to  him.  When  be 
met  Alexander  H.  Stephens  at  the 
Hampton  Roads  conference,  he  told 
Stephens  that  he  would  trrile  only 
one  word  and  the  south  might  have 
srerything  else.  That  one  word  was 
'"Union.**  Ho  expressed  the  same  sen- 
'tlment  to  Horace  Greeley  and  others. 
To  Abraham  Lincoln  the  United  States 
of  America  was  distinctly  and  eternal- 
ly a  nation,  not  a  confederation  of 
states.  1  feel  bound  to  say  this,  be- 
cause I  am  trying  to  give  a  whole  and 
truthful  view  of  the  man.  He  was 
:CODstructIve,  always  and  everywhere 
.constructive.  He  was  in  favor  of  pub- 
■Me  Improvements  and  public  improve- 
[m«its  kaade  by  the  state.  Ho  was  in 
4|vor  of  a  tariff.  Ho  was  for  govern- 
SNPt  lasoe  of  rnoacsy-^ .  goTsmment 
man  sll  throitgh. 

People  who  looked  only  at  the  sur- 
i  face  of  things  accused  President  Lin- 
i<oln  of  lacking  a  policy.  They  were 
^mistaken.  He  bad  a  policy,  a  very 
(large  but  a  very  definite  policy.  He 
aever  shrank  from  carrying  it  out 
He  was  no  stickler  on  sman^tblgi^ 
hut  none  could  bo  firmer  oo~  great 
things.  Bis  ficulty  of  solng  to  tho ' 
foodamentals  of  every  qvestkm  made 
him  settle  oa  oqe  thing  at  the  be^ln- 
Blng  of  his  administration,  it  was 
that  the.nati<»  must  be  preserved  In- 
tact TMs  was  bis  pole  star.  He 
steered  t>y-tt  without  varylnsj.  When 
Seward  and  others  would  have  tem- 
porized he  kept  steadfast  to  that  one 
fopdamental  Ideal.

Latter  Makes  an  Ideal  Wife,  Former

In  a  household  where  there  are  sev- 
eral boys  or  where  there  are  boys  and

To  return  to  tbe  first  statement, 
does  the  favorite  hoy  in  a  household 
of  boys  make  a  better  husbahd  tlian 
his  brothers,  and  does  the  favorite 
girl  n^o  the  sort  of  wife  that  has 
been  predicted  before  she  qaits  homcV 
To  put  it  another  way,  does  she  make 
a  better  wil^  than  the  favorite  brother 
makes  a  better  husband?  ^ 

In  a  home  of  boys  the  favorite  is 
mother's  boy.  Tho  other  brothers  arc 
not  envious  of  his  classification.  Un- 
less the  favorite  is  an  exception  to  the 
rule  he  has.  In  the  estimation  of  bis 
brothers,  an  effeminate  composition. 
The  oi  inion  may  not  always  be  Just. 
l)ut  the  favorite  carries  the  handicap 
all  his  life,  or  at  least  as  long  as  he  i^ 
under  the  paternal  roof  and  under  the 
nmtemal  hifluenpe.  Generally  the  fa- 
vorite brother  is  the  fiint  $o  have  a 
sweetheart.  The  other  brotben  charge 
this  up  to  the  mother.  If  the  swj^et- 
heort  has  been  picked  by  the  mother 
all  tlie  greater  a  favorite  he  with  his 
mother.

FORMER  ACTION  REVERSED 


Dalegatea,  After  Indorsing  Aetion  of 

President  in  Suspending  Officers  of 
Indiana  District  For  Refusal  to 
Obey  Order.  Pass  Resolution  Con- 
demning  Executive  Board  In  Same 
Case— Indianap9li«  Cenventlen  May 
Ron  Over  Into  Next  Week. 

Indianapolis,  Ind..  Feb.  5— All  ef- 
forts of  the  conservative  element  in 
the  convention  fA  tbe  United  Mine 
Workers  of  America  to  forward  the 
business  of  the  assembly  by  exclud- 
ing from  its  proceedings  controversy 
xA  personal  nature  betwem  factional 
leaders  seem  futile.  E<arly  In  tbe  ses- 
sion a  resolution  was  adopted  that  all 
speakers  on  resolutions  or  motions 
must  confine  themselves  strictly  to 
the  subject  in  hand,  but  nevertheless 
tht>  day  was  one  of  turmoil  and  bick- 
ering. 

President  Lewis  charged  Delegate 
Peter  Quinn  of  illinc^s  with  having 
practically  called  him  a  liar.  The 
particolar  matter  under  discussion 
was  the  adnrinhrtration  of  tbe  strike 
in  Alabama.  Lewis  declared  that 
Quinn  sbonid  bave  to  modify  his 
statement  or  he  wovMiAaTe  Idm  put 
out  of  the  convention  ball.  He  said 
he  "had  stood  for  the  Insults  of  this 
man  long  enough."  The  stenographic 
record  of  the  debate  was  read,  but 
the  Incident  dm  not  develop  further. 

The  convention  adopted  a  resolu- 
tion to  the  effect  that  the  national  ex- 
ecutive board  had  exceeded  its  au- 
thority in  suspending  the  officers  of 
the  Indiana  district  for  having  dis- 
obeyed an  order  that  the  miners 
should  return  to  work  in  the  Hudson 
mine  pe^dinc  the  adJnsUneat  of  the 
strike  there'.  This  was  essentially  a 
reversfd  of  the  convention's  aetion  of 
a  few '  days  ago  in  approving  the 
course  of  PrMident  Lewis  and  the 
executive  board  In  their  general  ac- 
tion in  this  matter,  and  indicates  that 
the  delegates  will  pass  some  measure 
giving  a  new  interpretation  to  the 
sections  of  the  organization's  consti- 
tution defining  the  authority  of  the 
national  government  in  its  relation  to 
the  district  government. 

The  sentiment  of  the  dele|;ate  body 
swings  from  one  side  to  .th».  other  as 
the  convention  len^hens  into  its 
third  weeki,  but  it  is  evid^t'  that 
Uiere  is  a  stobng  current  toward  re- 
stricting ttie  so-called  despqy((;jy>wer 
of  the  national  administration.  The 
committed  on  the /constitution  has  yet 
to  make  its  report.  It  has  many  pro- 
posed amendments  in  hand.

The  greatest  word  in  the  last  versea 
of  chapter  iv  is  found  4n  verse  83. 
''With  ip«at.  power  gave  the  apostles 
witness^f  the  resurrection  of  the  Lord 

Jesus,  and  great  grace  was  upon  them 
all."  They  realized  and  manifested 
something  of  the  power  of  Ilia  resur- 
rection in  their  daily  lives  and  OAjoyed 
a  fulflllm^nt'of  the  grace  of  n\Cor. 
ix,  8,  which  was  grace  that  could  li^ 
seen,  as  in  Acts  zi,  23.  Grace  is  three- 
fold—that which  saves  us,  that  in 
which  we  stand  and  that  which  will  be 
ours  at  the  revelation  of  Jesus  Christ 
(Rom.  iii.  24;  Eph.  U,  8.  9:  Kom,  v,  2; 

I  Pet.  i,  13).  From  first  to  last  redemp- 
tion is  wholly  of  grace  through  tlie 
merits  of  U'sus  Christ  without  any 
cause  on  our  part.  It  is  most  simply 
and  fully  set  forth  in  the  words  of 

II  Cor.  viii,  9,  and  other  words  sug- 
gested by  tliat  wondrous  statement, 
which  when  fuUy  fwndered  In  c<^nec- 
tlon  witti  EkLpreswt  ministry  fbr  us 
at  God's  right  band  cannot  fall  to 
make  us  a  people  whofiy  set  apart  for 
Himself.  But  where  shall  wo  find  to- 
day the- fellowship  and  l)rotherly  love 
and  self  renonciatiou  of  verses  32-3.") 
and  chapter  11.  44.  45?  Where  do  any 
become  poor  for  the  -.'ike  of  others  ii:  I 
any  sense  sueh  us  lie  became  poor  for  ! 
usV  Where  i.s  there  such  nffe  •ti<ri  fcr 
the  house  of  God.  tho  chun'h  of  God. 
as  David  manifested  when  he  prepared 
for  the  same  with  all  his  might  or 
when,  as  In  the  days  of  Moses,  the  peo- 
ple had  to  be  restrained,  from  bring- 
faig?  (I  Chron.  zxtx,  2,  8;  Ex.  xxxvl. 
5-7.) 

Instead  of  one  heart  and  one  soul 
for'  the  good  of  all  believers  it  is  diffl- 
oult  to  find  such  an  attitude  even  to- 
ward one's  so  called  church  or  de- 
nomination, even  though  .such  zeal,  if 
it  could  be  found,  would  be  a  com- 
paratively poor  MfTair.  I  praise  God 
that  I  do  know  not  a  few  who  almost 
literally  manifest  the  Spirit  of  these 
first  believers.  l>ut  the  common  atti- 
tude of  the  vast  majority  has  beei! 
striicingly  set  forth  as  follows:  "And 
the  multitude  of  them  that  professed 
were  of  hard  heart  and  stony  soul,  and 
every  one  said  that  all  the  things 
which  he  possessed  Were  his  'own,  and 
they  bad  all  things  in  tbe  fashion. 
And  with  -ginat  jiower  they  gave  wit- 
ness to  the  attractions  of  this  world 
and  tbe  love  of  gold,  and  great  selfish- 
ness was  upon  them  nil.  And  there 
were  many  among  them  that  laclied 
love,  for  as  many  as  were  po-ssessors 
of  lands  bought  more  and  sometimes 
gave  I  small  part  thereof  for  the  pub- 
lic good,  so  their  names  were  heralded 
in  the  newspapers,  and  distribution  of 
praise  was  made  to  every  one  accord- 
ing as  he  desired"  ("Regions  Beyond"). 
If  Christians  were  Spirit  filled  this 
phraseology  would  not  be  true,  but 
since  it  is  too  sadly  true  where  are  tbe 
truly  spiritual  who  love  not  In  words 
and  tongues,  but  in  deeds  that  all  can 
see?  (I  John  lU.  16-18.) 

This  Barnabas  is  spoken  of  as  "a 
good  man,  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and 
of  faith,"  and  he  proved  himself  a  true 
son  of  consolation  to  Saul  when  the 
disciples  at  Jerusalem  were  afraid  of 
him  and  for  a  time  would  not  believe  ' 
that  he  was  a  disciple  (Arts  xi.  22-24; 
fx.  20,  27).  He  felt  led  to  sell  his  land 
and  put  the  proceeds  in  the' common 
fund,  nis  sister  Mary,  the  mother  of 
Mark  (Col.  Iv.  10;  Acts  xU,  12),  who 
also  had  pnH>erty,  seems  to  have  kept 
her  home  and  use^  it  as  a  ittac^  of 
gadierlng  for  the  saints,  and  both  were 
doobtlees  guided  hy  the  Spirit.  In  each 
case  it  was  surely  "unto  the  Lord"  and 
"before  tbe  Lord.**  We  must  not  falV 
on  others  In  these  matters,  but  calnriy 
wait  on  the  Lord  with  the  prayer 
"What  wilt  Thou  have  me  to  do?"  In 
gatherings  where  under  tho  excitement 
of  the  moment  many  irlve  because  oth 
ers  are  giving  thf>re  Is  danger  of  men> 
energy  of  the  flesh  whir^h  may  prove  to 
be  wood,  hay  and  stubble  to  be  burned 
up. 

For  some  reason  Ananias  and  Sap- 
phira  seem  to  have  been  Influenced  by 
the  selling  and  giving  of  tbe  others 
and  to  have  done  likewise  as  f^  a's  the 
selling  went,  but  professing  to  give  all. 
as  the  others  were  doing,  they  agreed 
among  themselves  to  withhold  a  part, 
and  thus  they  lied  to  God.  They  nee-1 
not  have  sold  It.  and  nfter  sellintr  it 
they  need  not  give  all  if  tin  v  did  not 
feel  so  led,  but  they  did  need  to  be 
honest  about  It.  If  they  had  said  to 
the  apostles.  "Having  sold  our  property, 
wo  gladly  give  the  half  or  a  fourth  for 
the  pocnl  of  others."  ir  would  have  been 
"iccepted  and  all  would  have  been  well, 
out  their  sin  was  hypocrisy  and  lying, 
which  the  Lord  saw  fit  to  deal  with  as 
He  did  In  this  stage  of  tbe'bislofy  of 
the  church,  thus  showing  us  what  He 
thinks  of  such  conduct  K  He  does 
not  contina<'.ao  to  deal  with  an  liars 
it  is  not  because  He  hates  the  sin  any 
the  less,  but  He  manifests  His  long 
suffering  that  they  may  repent.  In 
verses  3  and  4  see  a  proof  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  is  God.  Let  the  question 
search  us.  Am  I  honest  with  God,  or 
am  I  keeping  for  myself  any  part  of 
what  I  have  professed  to  give  to  Him?
